Copies of (lie proposed constitu­ 
tion for the Indiana State Teachers’ 
Association were passed out among 
die teachers attending 
the 
Rush 
county institute, in the court house 
assembly room, today, and the teach­ 
ers will vote on the question the la t­ 
ter part 
of 
the 
week, 
probably 
Thursday or Friday, tin4 closin g day. 
Copies of the constitution 
were 
given to the teach ers today so that 
they would have opportunity to study 
it and make up their 
minds on the 
position they would take in regard 
to the changes. Every county insti­ 
tute in the state and every voluntary 
teachers 
organization 
with 500 or 
more members will take a vote on the 
new constitution before October IO, 
and if two-thirds of the local units 
favor it, the constitution 
will 
he 
adopted at the annual state meeting 
in Indianapolis in October. 
The constitution makes one or two 
radical changes, one of which pro­ 
vides that the business of the assoc­ 
iation shall he conducted bv a dele­ 
gate assembly elected by the members 
of the association, each county being 
entitled to one delegate for 
each 
si\ty-flve teachers or fraction there­ 
of. This means that Rush county wjll 
be entitled to one vote in transacting 
[the business of the state association 
lf tho new constitution is accepted. 
The new document also provides 
that an all-time, paid secretary shall 
be employed by the state association 
to look after its affairs. The consti­ 
tution was adopted by the constitu­ 
tional convention of the association 
in Indianapolis April *2, 1921, subject 
to a referendum vote of the teachers 
of the state. 
.Miss Blanch Merry of Indianapolis, 
Mate school attendance officer, was 
given a few minutes this morning a f­ 
ter 
the intermission to explain the 
new Indiana attendance law, 
which 
raises the school attendance age to 
sixteen and includes 
other 
drastic 
provisions which is designed to re­ 
duce the illiteracy in the states.

Dr. Arnold B. Hall of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin, who is here this 
week to lecture before 
the 
Rush 
county teachers’ institute, made 
a 
plea for the teaching of the funda­ 
mental constitutional government at 
the regular meeting of the Rotary 
club at the Social club today noon. 
I Ic said this was the only sure means 
of 
combatting 
radicalism 
in the 
United States. 
The Rotary club 
entertained 
a 
number of gu ests today, 
including 
Mrs. Alice Sherfey Houston, who is 
giving the domestic science course 
at the chautauqua; Prof. A. O. De­ 
weese, of the University of Louisville, 
chautauqua platform manager 
and 
institute lecturer; L. NT. Hines, state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
and Will Prendergast of New York 
City, former Rush county man who 
is visiting here. 
Dr. Hall made the plea for 
the 
training of school children in 
the 
fundamentals 
of liberty after des­ 
cribing a meeting of radicals which 
he attended at Madison, Wis. He said 
there were a number of university 
students present who were loyal at 
heart and believed in our form 
of 
government, 
but who found them­ 
selves unable to answer the rad icals 
who attacked American institutions 
because they had always taken their 
liberties under the present form of 
government for granted. 
Dr. Hall said he was never more 
impressed than at that time when he 
saw those loyal students, just 
as 
strong as their opponents, struggling 
to answer the arguments of the rad­ 
icals. 
‘•We will never build up the 
real 
significance of liberty in the minds 
of our children,” he continued, “until 
we have 
teachers 
in 
the 
public 
schools who will, teach the develop­ 
ment 
of constitutional government 
and show how our institutions have 
developed after years of struggle by 
men for liberty. You men in business

old youth is frightened and awed by 
the possible penalty. Ile has feared

The wage of a first degree murd­ 
erer is death.

Which Greets Ships at N. Y.

Paris, Aug. 9— The plans for the 
monument which France will erect 
in commemoration of America’s part 
in the war 
have 
been completed'. 
The national subscription list was 
opened on July 4 and 
there has 
been a generous response, contribu­ 
tions pouring into headquarters from 
all parts of the country and 
even 
from the devastated areas where the 
people, too, wish to join in the tri­ 
bute to tin* gallant soldiers of the 
great sister republic. 
The monument will stand at the 
mouth of the river 
Gironde, 
near 
Bordeaux, where it can be seen from 
far out at sea by incoming and out­ 
going 
vessels, a 
symbol 
of 
the 
friendship 
of 
the 
two countries 
This site was chosen because of its 
particular significance in the history 
of Franco-American 
relations, 
for 
it was from this point that Lafay­ 
ette set sail for America 
in 
1777, 
and it was to this point that the first 
American ships to defy the German 
blockade— the Orleans and the Ro­ 
chester?—arrived iii 1917. 
The committee that has charge of 
the building of the monument wishes 
to carry out the same idea as sym­ 
bolized in 
the Statue' of 
Liberty 
which greets the ships sailing into 
New York Harbor. 
The monument will stand by itself 
on a strip of land projecting 
into 
the sea. It will he 250 feet high and 
will be in the si wipe of an 
obelisk 
surmounted by a light. It will 
be 
hollow and a staircase will lead up 
into it from the land side. Above the 
doorway will be eight bronze plates, 
depicting scenes of the various a r­ 
my and navy units in battle. Above 
this will be engraved the American 
eagle and on the reverse side of the 
monument facing the sea, the arms 
of France. On each side of the huge 
obelisk will be sculptured figures re­ 


presentative of France greeting the 
American soldiers. 
The sculptor, Bartholome, will di­ 
rect the work in co-operation with 
M. Ventre, the architect who erected 
the monument over the famous Bay­ 
onet Trench at Verdun. Under their 
joint direction the work will be ex­ 
ecuted by young sculptors and ar" 
fists who fought in the 
war, and 
each will work on a separate part 
of it. The plaster cast will be exhi­ 
bited at the Paris Spring Salon in 
March. 
Tile cost of the monument will be 
approximately 
8,000,000 
francs. 
'Pile French government, has contri" 
hilted 1,000,000 francs, while over 
400,000 francs had been turned in 
bv subscription before the drive had 
actually opened. Contributions came 
unsolicited from all over tho coun­ 
try, even from the devastated reg­ 
ions of the Ardenaes, the Vosges the 
Aisne and the Marne, where the peo­ 
ple wished to show their gratitude 
to to

comrades. 
Some subscriptions were also

ceived from parts of Algeria.
